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Holotype $ from Rio de Janeiro, Botanical garden. The soil sample was 
taken on a very humid place under Dendrocalamus giganteus from Burma, 
26.3.1965 Dr. W. Hiither leg. 

Holotype mounted in Swan’s medium kept in Museum d’Histoire natuielle 
de Geneve. 

Description. Length of body 980 p., foretarsus without claw 68 p,. 

Head. — Mouthparts small and inconspicuous. Labrum reduced, labial palp 
is strongly reduced with an apical seta, foliaceous sensilla and two other setae. 
Maxillary palp with two spindle-shaped sensillae (figs. C, D). Pseudoculus slightly 
broader than long. PR = 13 (fig. E). Canal of maxillary gland with two oval 
widenings along the tube. The proximal part as long as the proximal branch 
of fulcrpm (fig. F). 

Thorax. — Foretarsus is characterized with dorsal sensillae being t 1 claviform 
with globular tip, t 2 setiform and t s jar-shaped. All sensillae are present. Sensilla 
d near b and c. Sensilla b is extremely short, shorter than in G. kenyanus Cde. 
Sensillae a , a' and b' are broader than the others. The ratio of sensillae on fore¬ 
tarsus in exterior view a : b : c : d : e :/: g as 31 : 6 : 32 : 32 : 30 : 31.5 : 16; in 
interior view a' : b' : c' as 23 : 25 : 26.5. BS - 0.52, TR - 3.2, EU = 0.8 
(figs. A, B). 

Abdomen. — Abdominal legs II-III uni-segmented with a long sub-apical 
seta and a very short apical one (figs. G, H). Comb VIII with 10 sharp teeth 
(Fig. I). 
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Survey of chaetotaxy in Tuxen’s system: 
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The outer genitalia. Squama genitalis $ with long pointed acrostyli and short 
basal apodemes (fig. J). 

Affinity. The present species belongs to the group of Asiatic and African 
species characterized with one to three tube-widenings in canal of maxillary gland. 
It is closely related to G. kenyanus Cde known from Africa but differs from it 
in the ratio of sensillae on interior side of foretarsus. 
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
